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1. INTRODUCTION

The Agreement on the International Dolphin Conservation Program (AIDCP) entered into force on Feb-
ruary 15, 1999, and as of December 31, 2001, Costa Rica, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras,
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, United States, Venezuela have ratified or acceded to the Agreement,
and Bolivia, Colombia, the European Community, and Vanuatu are applying the AIDCP provisionally.

During 2001, the International Review Panel (IRP) consisted of 21 members: the 15 participating gov-
ernments that have accepted the Agreement, and 6 representatives of non-governmental orgamzanons
(NGOs), 3 from environmental organizations and 3 from the tuna industry: :

This Annual Report, which covers the ninth year of operation of the IDCP, summarizes those aspects of
the operation of the fleet relating to the implementation of the AIDCP. The minutes of the meetings of the
Parties, the IRP, and other documents referred to in this report are available on the IATTC web site
(www.iattc.org).

2. OBSERVER PROGRAM

The coverage of the international fleet by the On-Board Observer Program in 2001 is summarized in Ap-
pendices 1 and 2.

During 2001 the Program sampled 98.2% of trips vessels covered by the AIDCP, and the IATTC program
sampled over 69% of all trips. Of the 14 trips not sampled, 10 were made by five Bolivian-flag vessels
during the period when the Parties decided to withhold observers from Bolivian vessels pending
clarification regarding Bolivia’s participation in the IDCP. After Bolivia began its participation in
August, one of its vessels made a trip without an observer because its management refused to accept the
assigned observer. Observers were not aboard on three other trips, two by a vessel of unknown registry
and one by a Vanuatu-flag vessel (which was in the process of changing its flag to Bolivia), because the
managers of those vessels did not request a observers.

3. DOLPHIN MORTALITY LIMITS (DMLs)

3.1. 2001 DMLs

The overall dolphin mortality limit (DML) established for the international fleet in 2001 was 5,000 ani-
mals, and the unreserved portion of 4,900 was allocated to 82 vessels that requested and were qualified to
receive DMLs. The average individual-vessel DML (ADML) was 59.75 dolphins (Appendix 3). Of the
18 vessels that did not utilize their DMLs prior to April 1, 4 forfeited their DMLs, and the other 14 were
allowed to keep them for the remainder of the year under the force majeure exemption allowed by the
AIDCP. A total of 68 vessels utilized their DMLs during the year. Three vessels were allocated second-
semester DMLs of 14 animals each, but none of these were utilized. The distribution of the mortality
caused in 2001 by vessels with full-year DMLs is shown in Figure 1.

The preliminary estimate of the total dolphin mortality in the fishery in 2001 is 2,129, or about 43% of
the overall limit of 5,000. The preliminary estimate of the total number of intentional sets on tunas asso-
ciated with dolphins is 9,577, and the average mortality in these sets is approximately 0.22 dolphins.

During 2001 the Secretariat sent 3 quarterly performance letters, 2 at the end of the first quarter and 1 at
the end of the second quarter, to vessels that risked exceeding their assigned DML if their mortality levels
continued to accumulate at the current rate.

At its 28" meeting the Panel discussed a set that occurred during IRP trip number 2001-375 that resulted
in a high mortality of dolphins and for which there was a considerable discrepancy between the ob-
server’s count of the mortality and the mortality acknowledged by the fishing captain. The vessel con-
tinued to set on dolphins after the set even though the observer’s mortality count indicated the vessel had
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reached its DML. The government with jurisdiction over the vessel had already investigated the case,
concluding that the vessel, but not the national fleet, had exceeded its DML. The Party had already ap-
plied sanctions to the vessel and the fishing captain. The IRP forwarded the review of this case to the
Meeting of the Parties, to ensure full compliance with the Agreement and to determine the effect of the
case on the allocation of relevant DMLs. At the 6% Meeting of the Parties, the Secretariat presented a
document entitled Observations on case 2001-375 (see Appendix 3, 6" Meeting of the Parties minutes),

prepared by the flag government and explaining the actions taken. The Parties decided upon the follow-
ing course of action:

1. The captain of the vessel would be permanently removed from the list of qualified captains. The
Secretariat would inform the Parties of the name of the captain, and no Party would request that
he be added to the list of qualified captains in the future.

2. The government under whose jurisdiction the vessel was operating at the time of the set in ques-

tion should ensure the full application of Article XVI of the AIDCP, which addresses compli-
ance.

3. If the relevant government determines that the vessel continued to set on dolphins after the set in
question, this would be considered to constitute a pattern of violations pursuant to the AIDCP,
and in accordance with paragraph 7, Section I, Annex IV of the Agreement, the vessel would not
be eligible to receive a DML for 2002.

4. The Secretariat would draft technical guidelines, for presentation at the next meeting of the IRP,
designed to prevent high mortality in sets on large dolphin herds.

At the 29™ meeting of the IRP this case was reviewed again and the Panel was informed that the relevant
government had determined that the vessel did not continue to set on dolphins after the set in question,
and therefore the vessel had been assigned a DML for 2002. The Panel decided that the vessel’s DML for
2002 should be reduced by 40% of the ADML. T

.. 3.2. 2002 DMLs

At its 28" meeting the Panel reviewed 91 requests for full-year DMLs and 2 requests for second-semester
DMLs for 2002. The 6™ Meeting of the Parties approved all these requests, including one for a vessel that
would be entering Venezuela’s fleet to replace another that had sunk. Fourteen of the approved requests
were submitted to the Secretariat after the October 1, 2001 deadline, including some from Bolivia, which
was not able to meet the deadline because it had formally agreed to provisionally apply the AIDCP on
October 16 and had asked for special consideration of its DML requests. The Parties stated that approv-
ing the other late requests was exceptional and would not be repeated in the future. The Parties approved
an IRP recommendation that vessels which requested DMLSs but were not yet qualified be considered so if
they meet the requirements for qualification before the end of 2001.

At its 29" meeting the Panel was informed that two vessels, one that had requested a full-year DML and
one that had requested a second-semester DML, had not qualified for a DML by the December 31 dead-
line. Thus, 90 vessels received DMLs and 1 vessel received a second-semester DML for 2002. Two ves-
sels that exceeded their 2001 DMLs had their 2002 DMLs reduced in accordance with Annex IV (II) 6 of
the AIDCP. In accordance with the same Annex, the unreserved portion (4,900) of the overall dolphin
mortality limit (5,000) was used to calculate an average individual-vessel DML (ADML) of 53.846.

3.3. DML allocation procedures

The 5™ Meeting of the Parties decided not to pursue an amendment to Annex IV of the AIDCP that would
have allowed DMLs held in reserve to be allocated to vessels at any time during the course of the year.
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3.4. Exemption of force majeure or extraordinary circumstances

The 5 Meeting of the Parties agreed general guidelines for allowing the exemption of force majeure or
extraordinary circumstances to vessels that had not utilized their DMLs by April 1 (see minutes of the 5"
Meeting of the Parties, Appendix 9). :

3.5. Reports of dolphin mortality by observers at sea

During 2001 the weekly At-Sea Reports by observers of dolphin mortalities by stock were received from
less than half the vessels at sea (table). At its 27" meeting the Panel agreed that Parties should be urged
to approach the owners of vessels under their jurisdiction in an effort to improve the reporting rate.

4. INFRACTIONS AND SANCTIONS

4.1. Decisions on infractions and sanctions

The 27" meeting of the IRP referred to the Meeting of the Parties a decision on whether a Party’s notifi-
cation to the Secretariat that an investigation was being undertaken for certain possible infractions consti-
tutes an objection to the IRP, as per Annex IV (III) (4) of the AIDCP. The 5™ Meeting of the Parties
asked the Secretariat to prepare a possible amendment to Annex IV; the 6™ Meeting of the Parties consid-
ered the resulting proposal, but decided to defer action on an amendment until the next meeting.

The 27® meeting of the IRP recommended that the Parties inform the Secretariat, before the next IRP
meeting, of the sanctions in their respective legislations for infractions of the AIDCP. The Secretariat
reported the information received from various governments to the 28" meeting of the Panel.

At the 28" meeting of the IRP, the Secretariat advised the Panel of the revised list of major infractions of
the AIDCP determined by the Parties (Appendix 4).

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At the 29" meeting of the IRP it was agreed that, in addition to reviewing responses from Parties to cases
of possible infractions of observer interference, use of explosives and night sets, responses to three other
major infractions — setting on dolphins without a DML, setting on dolphins after the DML has been
reached, and fishing without an observer — should also be reviewed by the Panel at each meeting. It was
also agreed that the agendas for all future IRP meetings should include an item for reporting on the status
of cases that the Panel identified as requiring further monitoring.

In addition, there was 1 possible other infraction identified for which the Party was deemed to have pro-
vided concurrence by not objecting to the IRP within the time limits prescribed in Annex IV(III}4 of the
AIDCP. .

Appendix § includes summary tables of responses, by country, regarding three types of possible infrac-
tions (observer interference, night sets, and use of explosives) identified by the IRP during the three meet-
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ings.

Appendix 6 lists all the possible infractions identified during the period covered by this report, and re-
ported by the Secretariat to the governments under whose jurisdiction the vessels in question operate.
Each country's vessels, identified only as 1, 2, etc., are listed in random order with the trips during which
possible infractions occurred. Only vessels identified as having ‘committed possible infractions are in-
cluded. Each trip is identified by its IRP record number (example: 2001-123) followed by the IRP meet-
ing date (year/month) at which the possible infractions were identified. Each possible infraction is listed,
followed by a brief description of the action taken by the government, as reported to the Secretariat; if no
action is listed, this indicates that the Secretariat has not received a response from the government.

5. OTHER ISSUES

5.1. Decisions regarding fleet operations

The 27™ meeting of the IRP approved a questionnaire for obtaining information from captains on their
reasons for releasing dolphins by releasing the ortza in lieu of backdown, and agreed that another ques-
tionnaire should be developed to obtain information from qualified captains regarding their general ex-
perience in releasing the ortza for this purpose.

The 28™ meeting of the IRP, and subsequently the 6™ Meeting of the Parties, approved a system for
measuring the performance of vessels in reducing dolphin mortality (Appendix 3, 28" IRP meeting min-
utes). '

The 28™ meeting of the IRP agreed to review the Procedures Jor dealing with Special Problem Sets under
the La Jolla Agreement and consider using those procedures when reviewing such sets in the future.

At its 29" meeting the IRP adopted technical guidelines to prevent high mortality during sets on large
dolphin herds, but decided that their effectiveness should be reviewed before considering making them
rules. Sets on herds of more than 2,000 dolphins should be avoided, and experts should be consulted
regarding actions to be taken before setting the net and after encirclement in the event that a large number
of dolphins was encircled. The guidelines should be incorporated into all relevant training programs.

5.2. Pending business

The IRP is in the process of developing a system to measure DML utilization to deter frivolous DML
requests.
